During this period It Is not wise 
to try to feed skimmllk

whole milk should Im* fe d three times 
s day — four imounds In the morning, 
two pounds at Doon and four [rounds 
st night—s t blood tem perature 
In 
about a week or ten days the calf can 
he fed twice dally. 
Imrlng this time 
the allowance of whole milk can Ire 
gradually Im Teased to about twelve 
pounds 
This amount de|*euds some­ 
what on Its ability to handle Increased 
quantities 
The stomach of the young calf is 
very delicate, and att changes should 
be made grad na Uy 
When a trout two 
weeks the calf, lf a strong, vigorous 
one, can be gradually changed to skim- 
Oillk. 
During the first day decrease 
th e am ount of whole milk one pound 
sad add one pound of sktmmllk. and so 
o s each day until the change is com­ 
plete 
Previous to this the calf should 
have a little grain icon* or Kaffir corn 
meal or a little mixture of both) placed 
la Its m outh immediately after drink 
lag its milk. In this way It gets a taste 
of tb s grain and will soon go to the 
feed boxes and eat with a relish 
A fter the change to skimmllk Is com 
p in ad the amount may be gradually 
Increased s s fast ss the calf Is able to 
consum e it without scouring.

idly 
T h e calf is a greedy anim al and 
will s|f|NM>r ii>ore hungry after djjnk 


tng Its milk thuu before, aud lf glveu 
too much It will soon be on the sick 
list. 
The milk fed should be weighed 
or measured st each feeding.

perlence has been that a calf three to 
five weeks of age can be fed from ten 
to twelve pouud* dally, from seven to 
eight week# old fourteen to sixteen

of age can be fed eighteen to twenty 
pounds of milk

ways be fed warm and sweet.

He didn’t know on Just what 
day the governor might come, he said, 
but thought 
that it would he very 
soon 
In connection 
with the nam e of 
Hughes, Colonel Roosevelt denied very 
emphatically, with teeth set and fists 
clenched, that he gave out any such 
Interview as appeared In a New York 
morning paper. He was asked if he 
bad opposed Hughes in the attem pt to 
get the direct primary bill through the 
legislature 
“Never heard of such u 
thing." said Colonel Roosevelt 
And 
he pounded at the air and missed It. 
During the brief interview in the 
Outlook 
offic e the ex president 
told 
the reporters that they m ustn't crowd 
that 
crowd 
(meaning Ananias) 
tort 
much, because It's pretty full already 
and th ere is a big waiting list 
"I suppose." he went on. warmly, 
"that shoals such as this sdll be in 
evidence from day to day. You must 
take It from me that when I am ready 
to m ake a statem ent on any subject 
of im portance, you and the United 
S tates will know where I stand, for I 
will say It over my own signature.” 
The arduous task of being an editor 
and holding receptions the while doe* 
not appear to bother Roosevelt In the 
slightest degree He had been on the 
Job perhaps an hour when. lo, In blows 
the delegation num bering fifty from 
the Hamilton club, of Chicago, ready 
to shake hands and maybe hear a 
bully speech 
As soon as Colonel Roosevelt gave 
the word everybody trooped into his 
private office, where he passed them 
down the line with a hearty band 
clasp 
He didn t lose a moment In 
superfluous 
chatting, and wbeu the 
b u n of conversation 
was 
still 
he 
spoke He said that be was so pleased 
to receive a delegation from the Ham 
llton club bec ause the H am ilton club 
bad been good to bim ever before he 
was governor of New York. They gave 
him a Lincoln inkstand, which he tins 
uaed ever since The <-oionel told them 
that be was mighty glad th at he would 
be able to make a speech before the 
organization In September.

The train bud hardly got under way 
when an old Arab sheik sitting oppo 
site me leaned forw ard aud calmly 
took my cigar from between my lips 
aud. placing it t*etweeu his own, amok 
eel it himself. 
To have resented the insult Would 
have been equivalent to iuvitiug the 
man to stub me. 
I therefore pH id no 
attention to bim aud. taking a n ew s­ 
paper from my pocket, begun to read 
tiiat is. I pretended to read, but I bad 
no idea of w hat was on the sheet tie- 
fore me. any mind being taken up w ith 
the fact th a t I was iu a com partm ent 
with seven Arabs aud utterly at their 
mercy. 
My eyes ap[*eared to lie fixed 
u [Hill the |*a[ier, but I 
was casting 
quick glances sidewise at the natives 
and knew by their chatter aud occu 
nlotial looks at me thut I was the sub 
J*-cl of their conversation. 
Then a lucky thought occurred to

I readiest up to the rack, got my 
box of cigars from my barnier, took 
out one for myself aud banded the Inn 
to the sheik w im bud robbed me of the 
one I had tceeii smoking. 
He took It. 
appropriated a handful of the contents 
a iel passed it to tile others, who did 
the same, and the box WMS returned 
to me empty. 
Not w it (islanding my peace offering 
I expected every monieut to feel cold 
steel entering my vitals. 
Most of the 
Arabs w ere long kulvaa where they 
could tie seen, and I knew not what 
oilier 
weu[sins they 
had concealed, 
As for me. I was unarmed, aud even 
if I 
had tieeu arm ed my o|»oiit-utH 
were seven to one. 
I cannot describe the agony of that 
night. ex|H-c ting. us I did, death ut 
any moment. 
The Arabs in my com ­ 
partm ent [mid no attention to a n y ­ 
thing that was going on in the rest of 
the train, hut I bad a vague feeling 
that som ething very im portant might 
tie going ou. 
I ca n ’t account for this 
feeling, for I heard no sound to pro­ 
duce It. 
I only knew tbHt I felt that 
there was m urder in the air. 
Finally their looks and acts were so 
suspicious that I bethougut myself of 
some other way similar to my offer of 
cigars to placate 
them.

luncheon oc curred to me. 
Rem bing 
up again to the rack. I brought down 
my ham|*cr. opened it und displayed 
the eatables. 
Every man's eyes were 
on them. Gut not a man moved to

per to the mau who sat uext me. bat 
be declined 
In turn I handed it to 
every luau Iu the com partm ent;-h u h 
though they all looked with eager eyes 
u | h i u tile viands, not a man we*uld ac­ 
cept a morsel. 
At find I was astonished at this 
Theu I rememtiered that no Arati will 
break bread with an enemy. 
The moment this occurred to me I 
kuew I was doomed. I put my ham|ier 
back on tile rack and. wrapping myself 
Iii my overcoat, lay back In my seat. 
with my eyes closed, to aw ait w h at­ 
ever was iii store for me. 
I heard a great deal of wruugllug on 
the part of the Arabs, but I thought I 
would rattier rely on tuy 
weakness 
t tm ti ou tieing prepared for resistance 
that would tie useless. 
So I did not 
open my eyes. Presently I felt a hand 
on my arni. 
Thinking my time had 
come. 
I 
Ic Hiked, aud there was the 
sheik who had taken my cigar from 
my mouth holding out a piec e of dr? 
bread. 
I took It aud. biting from it. 
chewed vigorously. 
A flood of relief and Joy seemed to 
have been [mured over me. 
I knew1 
from that m oment I was safe. Reach­ 
ing up for my tut inlier. I look it dowu 
aud handed it to the sheik. He bellied 
himself, theu pulsed It around to tile 
others, each man partaking plentifully 
of the contents. 
Now’ th a t they had broken bread 
with me and I having no more to fear 
I again leaned buck In my seat aud 
this tim e slept. I knew that I was as 
»nfe from my Arab c ompanions as if I 
wen* iii*niy ow u Iced at home. 
But I did not reach Ismailla that 
night. 
In the morning I found that 
the natives had murdered the engineer, 
atoker and every European on the train

Lime, six pound*; sulphur, four pounds. 
Boll together in a kettle of water for 
an hour. 
Strain this Into a barrel of 
watar and add two t»ounds of arsenate 
of lead 
It should be applied now to (teacbee 
to control the rot and to apple tree* 
to prevent wormy apple* and to secure 
smooth, symmetrical fruit instead of 
fruit disfigured by the scab. 
This ta 
also an excellent spray against insects 
which affect the t»otato. 
For fruit 
trees begin spraying as the blossoms 
fall, then once each month until fruit 
has begun to ripen.

It forces one to believe that 
there are numerous farmers who do 
not care what breed, form, size or oth­ 
er points they own so long as the ani­ 
mala can do the work required. 
This la an extremely unfortunate at­ 
titude, and when put in practice, as It

Is far too often, It is quite certain that 
the stock produced will be of an in 
ferlor character. 
It is here the nils 
take becomes conspicuous and more 
noticeable later when the progeny Is 
marketed. 
Superior cows are very desirable, but 
a good bull is more so, and It should 
be the ambition of all to own such, 
not only as a credit to oneself, but as 
a money getter. 
A cow may be as good as Is possible, 
but use au luferior bull aud her calf 
will be moderate, to say the least, but 
use a substantial bull and ninety nine 
chances to one the calf will tie better 
either than the sire or dam. 
A ttem pts to breed from u poor class 
of cows with a bull of a sim ilar char 
acter ouiy results in the production of 
a lot of weeds, but lf a really good 
bull Is used for inferior cows the stock 
will be Improved perceptibly both In 
appearance and value. 
A pure bred bull of any kind Is an 
acceptable animal, but crossbred oues 
are doubtful. 
T hat some are good It 
m ust tie adm itted, but the majority 
are rubbish 
It does not m atter what 
the object of breeding be—milk produe 
tion In the extrem e or beef with great 
development on the most valued parts 
—a superior bull will alw ays m ake Its 
mark and have a big share In securing 
all that Is required for ornam eut and 
utility.

To Insure the production of 
cream free from bacterial Infection to 
auy marked degree It Is necessary to 
exert the greatest care in the keeping 
clean of the separator. 
Although the 
average housewife on the farm may 
aud does use good judgm ent aud pride 
In taking care of the separator, there 
are a sufficient num ber of housewives 
that do not to require much agitation 
of the subject. 
The separator m ust be washed after 
each and every separation lf the great 
est care la to be exercised and at least 
once a day if freedom from expensive 
bacterial infection la desired. 
Many 
cases are fam iliar where no further 
washing is made other than that of 
flushing the machine out with hot or 
cold water. With this m anner of w ash­ 
ing it Is impossible to keep clean aud 
free from bacteria any separator. 
Not only does cleanliness in the m at­ 
ter of washing exert great Influence, 
but It Is necessary to locate the sep­ 
arato r In a place that is sanitary as 
well as convenient. 
Too often the for 
mer 
factor 
is 
forgotten; 
too often 
does the farm er place his separator 
where it will tie the handiest for him. 
with iio thought w hatever of the sani­ 
tary coudlrious surrounding. 
Not only do undesirable bacteria, 
putrefactive In their nature, fall tutu 
the milk aud cream, but the odors of 
an unclean stable are absorbed by the 
cream. 
T he volatile fats of butter fat, 
constitutlug 8 per cent of the eutlre 
quantity, absorb very readily any odor 
th at may be associated near the cream. 
Thus to insure a cream free from 
odors or taints it is impossible to place 
the separator anyw here but in a clean 
place without Injuring the quality of 
the cream 
Thus the separator exerts 
much influence In the keeping clean 
of cream. 
Since its introduction the 
separator bas revolutionized the cream 
business, but it has uot eliminated that 
great factor of cleanliness.
